Glidden Barstow 
Pioneer South Bay 
Farmer Dies 


Glidden John Barstow, pio- 
neer grower at South Bay, died 
at the Belle Glade Hospital, on 
Wednesday, Septmeber 22 at the 
age of 66 after a lingering illness 
of many months. Death was in- 
directly due to the extreme low 
pressure attending the hurricane 
which brought on the final heart 
attack.

The condition reflects 
back on others besides farmers, 
and it creates an unesay and un- 
certain period of our production 
year. 

H. L. Speer, assistant coun’ 
agent, states that, the heavy 
rains. of ‘last ‘Thursday froi 
South Bay to Clewiston, w: 
confined into a comparatively 
limited section in comparison to 
the entire field and while there 
will be individual loss to some 
of the farmers, it will amount 
to little in the checking of the 
season's volume of produce. 

While water levels are up in 
the drainage canals, with no 
severe rains, and the land 
pumping discharge, too much 
loss ought not to,be sustained 
from this time on, and more 
planting will follow. 

Mr Speer is none too san- 
guine as to the market condition 
for local crops coming on, as 
there are many conditions in 
the north, which do not tend to 
create a demand market for 
Everglades produce.

Thousands Of Bridges

some 2,688 bridges in the road 
system, measuring 113.25 miles:

Norton Tosses Glades Curve 
On Hurricane Information Of 
Two-eyed Tropical Monster 


Inefficiency And Ignorance 
Of Weather Bureau 
Dramatically Displayed 


Mr. Norton, appointed head 
of the Weather Bureau at Mia- 
mi, could not have done a better 
job of displaying utter indiff- 
erence to the Glades than he 
did in the manner he handled 
the broadcasted information on“ 
the two hurricanes which swept 
this territory on Wednesday. 
Ignorance of their wherabouts 
after they had assumedly pass-- 


ed the Miami area— and his + 


broadcasts didn't, no do they 
now, indicate his knowledge of 
the whereabouts of the hurri- 
cane after Miami had presum- 
abl been cleared— is the out- 
standing fact about the Glades 
much publicised experience 
with the “tropical disturbance.” 

Belle Glade was hit by two 
tropical disturbances, which Mr. 
Norton belatedly described as 
a possible “two eyed” hurricane, 
the last of which proved to be 
the most damaging to the Muck 
section, and the one which has 
never been reported until after 
the whole debacle had passed 
out to sea at a point not know 
to the Weather Bureau until 
after it had passed. 

Modern science can pin-point 
a hurricane and mark its pro- 
gress arthimetically correct; 
modern radio and radar makes 
it unnecessary for any Weather 
Bureau to guess where the “eye” 
is at any time; previous to the 
time a “tropical disturbance” 
passes the vicinity of Miami 
there is no guess work about its 
whereabouts, Radar, airplanes 
or whatever it takes is used tò 
find, map and follow the hurri- 
cane, but when it has left Mia- 
mi out of its major influence, 
Mr. Norton displays no interest 
more than enough to say the 
hurricane is in the the “Big Cy- 
press", and one gets you two. 
he doesn't know where the big’ 
cypress is,

10,000 Acres Beans 
Anticipated For 
Fall Harvesting 


A check with local farmers 
reveals that there are aproxi- 
mately 10,000 acres of land 
plowed, disked and ready for 
bean planters to begin their 
work. More than 100 acres will 
be planted this morning, 200 
acres will Ye planted Saturday 
and beginning Monday approxi- 
mately 500 acres per day will 
be put in the ground. 

This date each year-usually 
finds half of ‘the fall crops 
which is estimated at 25,000 
acres, in the ground. Advance 
warning of the hurricane and 
local rains held farmers away. 
from planting, even tho the 
ground is ready, Now, as the 
water is being pulled off of 
flooded and soggy fields, the 
planters will begin to hum. 

Corn crops were damaged to a 
great extent by blowing down 


and by water over the ground 
level, but the loss in crops to the 
Glades will not be near so high” 
as estimated by radio announ< 
cers throughout the country.
